Before a Jury,

DAMAGE SUIT GROWS OUT OF A FIGHT

Farmers Whe Conldn®t Agree and Who
Conldn't Settle in the OId Fash-
loned Wany Are Whalting
on the Law.

The Redmons and the Wests and their
troubles, which have engaged the attention
of courts and jurles more or less for many
years, are agaln oceupylng the time of the
district court. Yesterday was the second day
of the hearing of a Jdamages sult for Q:l,lunj
Instituted by Redmon agalost West In mal-
Isfattion for personal Iojurles Inflicted by
West during the progress of a quarrel last
fall.

Weat and Redmon are farmers and nelgh-
bors, living In the mnorthern part of the
county. One of thelr numerous  dlsputes
ended in an assanlt by Weat, during which
he struek Redmon over the head with a
loop of twisted telegraph wire about two feet
long, The blow gave Reldmon a  severe
headache and a ehance to sue West for dam-
nges, The men met o a Mittle country store,
THe evidence Introduced In the trial yester-
day showed that cach haed been making
some threats apalnst the ather, Redmon
whe gtanding bestde the counter dolng some
shopplig, West passed hlm and Redmon
ralsed his eyes and letched a look that in-
dicated to West that his foo was about to put
Inte oxecution some of his threals, He
pleked up the plece of twisted wire that
had a big knob on the end and brought It
down over Redmon's head with all of the
force that his right arm was capable of.
Redmon had on a good thick ecap, but the
foree of the blow ecut theough It and made
an incielon that Iald bare the skull. West
was arrested and in the course of time paid
A Mne of %15 at the end of a bitter fght
before & Justice of the peacs. West has
sinece been putting In his time endeavoring
lo get the fine remitted. This, with several
other unsatisfactory thingas connected with
the assault and the hearing, made Redmon
dlasatisfied, and he ecame Intp the higher
tourt to compel West to pay him well for all
the trouhble and pain he had suffered. The
case wan belng atgued to the jury last even-
ing.

The case waz glyen to the jury just be-
fore the adjournment of court, and after de-
liberating an hour or twe a verdiel was
returned for the plalntiff, glving him $400
damages,

Judge Smith spent a part of yesterday
afternoon In the superlor eourt room em-
paneling a jury to hear the cnge of the Coun-
cll Bluffs Cornlee and Roofing works agninst
. H. Wind. An order was made in the
case yvesterdany by Judge Smith substitutlng
Frod Herman as plaintiff. The case will be
heard today.

Judge Smith yesterday passed upon a case
that revived some demestle Ineldents In the
livesn of eeveral Counecil Bluffs people. It
wiis the cass in whieh John Beno & Co. at-
tached a judgment secured by Robert Wil-
son against the motor company for a refund
of paving taxes to secure a bill of $324 con-
tracted by Mrs, Alice M, Wilsen, wha be-
came Mrs. M. P. Bllis after securing a
divoree from her husband, Wilsan's sult
against the motor company was involved
with a number of others prozecuted by A.
W. Croisland and Spencer Smith, They ob-
talned judgment ngalnst the company and
were garnlsheed by Beno. In his answer
Wilson alleges that the property belonged
to him and that his ex-wife never had any
Interest In the judgment. HE alleges that
the judgment is only for $86, and that so
far a8 he knows It has never been pald.
Judgment wes awarded Beno yesterday for
the full amount of hiz clalm, and interest
and costa, which bringo it up to about $400,
but the judgment Is not agalpst Wilson or
the motor company, but against Mrs. Allee
M. Ellis and her husband, M. P. Ellls. The
Ellises are now suppoped to be living some-
where In Florlda. They have no property or
Interests here that can be reached by the
courls,

Judge Smith has cleared his docket of dl-
voree cafes. Bessle L. Patterson was dl-
vorced from Samuel Willard Patteraon and
all the other points In her petition were
favorably considerad by the court. She
usked to be given the title to lot 8 In block
37, Central subdivision, and the right to
oolleot $200 af moaney loaned by her while
phe was still on good terms with Bamuel.
In his decree Judge Smith granted all that
she asked., Aunn Jergensen was divorced
from Christian Jergensen by default. . If
Christian dees not appear and show cause
for his nonappearance absolute divorce will
be granted after sixty days,

Judge Smith paesed sentence upon Rlchard
Dubolse, who pleaded gullty to the charge
of having stolen n naddle belonging to a
friend named Johnston.

Decorntion WIII He More Symbolicnld
Than Liternl This Year,

The committees engaged in the work of
soliciting flowers for Memaorinl day are meet-
ing with very poor eucccss, for the reason
that there are practically no flowers to be
had outslde of the greenhouses. The ex-
tremely chilly weather that bas prevailed
for several weeks has kept back the flowers,
and but fow of the blossoma that generally
make the month of May attractive and
mlorous are In bloom. The committees have
visited all parte of town, and the people
have given freely all they had to give. Thelr
olferings have been confined to a few humble
eglantine and yellow roses, an oecaslonal
belated spray of llac and €ome half-opened
snowballs, Peonies are In bloom In some
exooptionally favored dooryards, The best
results the committecs can hope for le the
reception at the Elseman bullding today of
evint contributions of blossoms and gener-
ous offeripgs of green wresths,

There will be no lack of skiliful and will-
ing hands to weave all of the material at
hand Into handsowe ornaments o which
fresh green will predominate. Only at one
other time In many years has there been
euch a scarcily of flowerw for Decoration day
as thero Is at present. Then the emergency
was met by a most liberal contribution from
Fayettoville, Ark. Some Councll Bluffs
peopls had recently gone there to live, and
through them the generous southerners were
made acquainted with the situation here. A
movement was started to furnish  enough
flowers to decorate all of the graves In the
coemeterivs, and It was so successful that
enough wus sent Lo cover every soldisr's
gravo in the three burying grounds. Great
boxes of white and yellow jassamine, mag-
nollas and all kinds of roses came by ex-
priss, with the warmest wishes of the gouth-
ern people, and the announcement that neariy
all of the flowers were gathered upon a
battlefield where Jowa troops fought &
bloody fight with the Arkansas soldiers.
Council Bluffs people have never forgotien
that generous donation, It has led 0 the
establishment of many warm friendshijpe.
In Falrview cemetory are a number of graves
of dead confederale soldienrs, and the wom-
ory of the offerings of the southern people
has caused an extra wreath o be dropped
upon each of theme graves every year.

AMRANGEMENTS ALL  IN  SHAPE,

Wentern Passenger Associntion Now
in Smooth Running Order.
CHICAGO, May 28.—All the arrangementy
mide by the exegutlve committee of the
Western Paersenger assoclation have been
approved and adopted by the association as
a whole and they are now In effect. All
the arrangements relate to the continunance
of the clergy and mileage tleket bureaus
and the emigrant bureau in New York, and
the action of the executive commitiee re-
garding them has already been publlshed,
The only matter on which the general meet-
Ing expressed any dlssatlafaction waa the
fallure of the committes to Induce the Wis-
consin Central and the Great Western and
the Chlcago, 8t, Paul, Minneapolis & Omahn
to become members of the assoclation. The
committee was Instructed Lo use every ef-
fort to ger the roads Into the association,
and it was thought a deciding answer would
be received, so that their competitors woulid
know how their rates should be met in the

event of any demoralization,

Worrying the Ticket Sealper.

CHICAGO, May 28.—The passenger officlals
of the Illinols roads are taking active steps
to enforee the law making It a criminal
offense for any person to sell transporta-
tion given him by any road dolng business
in the state, Tha law makes it a criminal
offense for any one save the person Lo
whom the transportation was jssued to use
it, and for any person to buy, =ell, or in
nny way dispose of transportation. The
roads have determined to make it very warm
for anybody making an illegitimate use of
the transportation, and the passenger nsso-
clationg have been instructed to see that
the market is kept free from all such sources
of demorallzation. They will put spotters

on the market at once and will keep close
watch,

The Typewrlter nav n Promoter of
Postnl Buslness,

“The typewriter machine has done more
to Increase postal receipts In this country
than the spread of intelligence,' declared
Colonel A. M. Farris of New York, to a
reporter of the Globe-Democrat, *“The in-
crease of the revenues of the Postofice de-
partment during the past fifteen years has
been entirely out of proporilon to the in-
creaso of population as well as the diffusion
of knowledge among the masses, During
that period the .typewrlter has come into
general use, and the Mok between cause and
effect is too plain to be doubted, Aslde
from Its fupction as a labor eaver, the type-
writer I8 an encouragement and a stimulus
to correspondence in other waya, It en-
ables manufacturers, jobbers and merchants
gencrally to send out announcements to the
trade at the minimum of cost, and the maxi.
mum of accurncy as to terms, The legl-
bility of the typewriter makes mistakes im-
possible, and the saving in white paper, with
the consequent reduction in bulk to  be
malled, & an tem of no Incopslderable
amount In the sum total of cost to concerns
having large correspondence in the course
of a yvear, Then, too, the ease with which
the machine I8 mastered and manipulated
entera into the matter as an important fac-
tor, Very little skill g required to rum it,
o that comparatively few persons are
forced to hire a secretary, where under the
plil system this expense was necessary.
With the typewriter In reach of every man
and woman In the land there I8 no longer
exouse for one's correspondence getting be-
hind.”

AFFIRAY IN ALADBAMA.

Attempt to Eject a Drunken Miner
from n Store Costs Three Lives,

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 28.—An attempt
to ¢ject a drunken coal miner from a store
in the lttle town of Oakman resulted in a
ghooting affray that cost the lives of Lhree
men, Two others were serlously Injured.
Charles Williams, a coal mine engineer, en-
tered the store of Appling Bros, while
drunk, and created a disturbance. lesac Ap-
pling, who ls mayor, attempted to put him
out, whereupon Willlams drew a gun and
began shooting, He shot lsaac dead, sent
a bullet through the skull of Andrew Rich-
ards, a clerk, Inflleting Injuries from which
Richards dled an houy later, and seriously
wounded Willlam Duncan, an English pros-
pector, shooting bim In the head and back.
Duncun will die. Montgomery Appling, a
brother of the mayor, coming upon the scene,
grabbed a rifle and put two bullets iote Wil-
llam's body, Inflicting wounds from which
Willlama dled lnst night. After he had
fallen Willlams kept on firing, until he had
emptied the chambers of two revolvers. He
succeeded o wounding Montgomery Appling
in the body, though the wound ls not neces-
sarily fatal.

Officers of the exchange contend that the
Omaha Live Stock Commisslon company bhas
been In the habit of selling one share of
stock In the concern to shippers, and paylng
dividends on the stork so sold in order to
fnfluence trade. ‘It ls the adoption of the
rule mentioned above by the exchange which
the commission firm wishes to prevent if
possible,
